A remarkable light was thrown last Sunday at the Council meeting of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association on the despotism which underlies the system 
of Governnient in Prussia. To the letter of condolence on the death 
of Dr. Las-»er, which the Association forwarded to’ the German 
Gemeindebund in Berlin, Dr. Kristeller, its President, was obliged to 
send an unofficial acknowledgment, since, to use his own words, the laws 
of the count y forbid the Gemeindebund to connect itself with kindred 
societies in foreign countries, This Federation is, therefore, unable to 
enter into communication with the Association on geueral subjects, as 
would be the wish of its representative men. The restriction is evidently 
not confined to Jewish institutions, butis equally applicable to all cor 
porate bodies. When the seat of the Gemeindebund was at Leipsic, 
it was enabled to co-operate officially with the Alliance and affiliated 
societies, But its transfer to Berlin, in order to secure the right of 
incorporation, which was denied to it on Saxon soil, deprived it at 
the same time of all international character.

B'nai B'rith Raids and an Arrest 

The campaign against the Independent Oder B'nai B'rith has 
taken a very serious turn. Dr. Benno Walter, the Vice-President, 
was arrested last Friday and was on Saturday handed over to the 
Gestapo, who took him to their notorious torture chamber, the 
Kolumbiahaus. No one is allowed to see him or to write to him. 
The official charge is that the authorities object to certain state- 
ments he made in a speech at Miinchen-Gladbach on January 8th. 
It is understood that the phrase objected to was “the Jews in 
Germany will never surrender their rights willingly.’ The Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency learns that at the same time the local authorities 
in a number of towns have dissolved the B'nai B'rith Lodges there, 
closing the premises and confiscating the contents. According to 
present information, this has been done in Kénigsberg, Nuremburg, 
Elbing, Allenstein, Aschaffenburg and Kottbuss. 

On Saturday the Gestapo raided the headquarters in Berlin. A 
search was made lasting two hours, and a number of documents 
The Bnaj Brith building at Stettin, which was 
confiscated by the local authorities in the first week of February, 
has now been handed over to the local Jewish Community for use 
as aschool, on condition that itis no longer considered the property 
of the Bnat Brith.

The Hias and the Refugees 


> 
A Year's Concentrated Work 


A review of the German-Jewish situation, with special reference 
to what had thus far been accomplished on behalf of the refugees, 
was the main feature of the twenty-fifth Annual Meeting of the 
Hebrew Sheltering and Immigrant Aid Society (Hias), held recently 
in New York. Other reports dealt with the Society's activities 
among the Jewish migrants the world over, calling particular atten. 
tion to the changed conditions in Russia, in consequence of recog- 
nition by the U.S.A. The meeting was attended by nearly 2,000 
mien and women. 

The principal speakers were: Senator William H. King, of Utah, 

i Mr. Charles E. Wyzanski, Jr., Solicitor of the Department of 
fromigration and Labouv.. 


Mr. Abraham Herman, who presided, after reporting on the contact 
established between the Hias and Mr. James G. McDonald, the League of 
Nations Refugee Commissioner, outlined the work done in the U.S.A, Jews 
in and from Germany had appealed to the Hias with requests to trace rela 
tives, While Jews ia the U.S.A. who had people in Germany hadsonght help. 
A new development was the changed situation with regard to Russia, 
With the recognition of Russia by America, the entire aspect of work for 
iussian Jewry would be changed, and it would no do bt be necessary for 
the Hias and its associates to dointo Russia and work tl ere. 

As regards the United States, 5,728 Jews had entered the country, 
hd in thonsands of cases relatives had been traced. while 4,691 persons 
had been aided to become citizens. The Department of Shelter had pro- 
vided food and shelter for Jewish homeless and unemployed. Mr. Herman 
concluded by recommending the admission of refugees within the immi

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TACKLING THE HOUSING PROBLEM 


Board of Guardians Enterprise 


“REBECCA HOUSE” 


A Golden Opportunity 


in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE some months ago there appeared a 
short account of the official opening and consecration of ~ Rebecca 
These flats constitute such an advance on previous 
attempts to provide good working-class dwellings at reasonable 
rentals that it is felt some further description of the building and 


House.” 


the story of its origin may be of interest. 


A set of Almshouses was founded in 1862 by the late Jacob 
Henry Moses in the form of a one-storey building on a site of about 
a quarter of an acre, in Lincoln Street, Mile End. » The Almshouses 
were entrusted to the administration’ of the Jewish Board of 
Guardians in 1895. Of late years anxiety has been felt owing tothe 
unsound condition of the structure, and to the fact that it was quite 
out of date for modern requirements of hygiene and comfort ; 


moreover, there were no funds available for re-building. 
The President of the Board then had an inspiration! Why not 


pull down the existing building and erect on the site a five-storey 


hlock of modern workmen's dwellings, including therein eight 
single-room flatlets to house the beneficiaries of the Almshouses 
Trust? It was computed that the value of the new accommodation 


would be equivalent to the value of the site. The support of the 


Ministry of Health and the London County Couneil, and the consent 
of the Charity Commissioners were obtained; plans and estimates 
were prepared with exemplary promptness by the architects, Messrs. 
Joseph; and the necessary finds amounting to about £17,000 were 
raised on a 4 per.cent. basis, with the result. that towards the end 
of last August the building was ready for occupation. 


THE EXTERIOR OF REBECCA HOUSE. 


A separate Company, the Lincoln Street Housing Company, 
Limited, was formed to undertake the financial responsibility, and 
to deal with the erection and management of the building, but the 
office and administrative expenses are borne by the Jewish Board 
of Guardians. The flats vary in size from one to four rooms, and 
every flat has a separate bathroom as well as a scullery with gas- 
cooker, copper, etc. ; all floors are made of fireproof material, and all 
staircases and domestic offices are lined with white tiles; the whole 
building is lit by electricity. | 

There is accommodation for twenty-six families in addition to 
the eight flatlets for the almshouses beneficiaries. One of the most 
satisfactory features of the scheme is the lowness of the rents, which 
work out at just over 4s. per week per room, including rates; this 
compares very favourably with those of the L.C.C. Housing Schemes 
and those of other Charitable Trusts. It will be seen from the 
accompanying illustrations and plans how great is the improvement 
in comfort over the sordid and overcrowded homes from which 
many of the inmates have come. 

_ The Jewish Board of Guardians, fortunate in having a suitable 
site available and true to its traditions as a pioneer, has proved 
that cheap and good housing accommodation can be provided on a 
paying basis. But ~ Rebecca House” is only a beginning; there is 
room in the East End for dozens of such buildings ; and pathetic, 
not to say gruesome, are the letters received day by day by the 
Board for admission to the new building from families housed in 
conditions which render impossible any civilised standard of decency, 
cleanliness and héalth, of which the following are a few examples: 

(a) ‘* We are nine in family, and we all sleep in two rooms, my 
girl of 14 and another of 10 sleep in their parents’ bedroom, besides 
younger ones.

If all this is correct, how comes it that in the popular vocabulary 
there is such a phrase as “ to jew ” ? 

That can only be explained as one of the many popular super- 
stitions. A century ago, these were exceedingly numerous. To-day 
many have been shed. But the conception of the Jew as a cheat 
still lingers. Some may say, where there is smoke there must 
be fire. In this case, nothiiig is less true. The Bible— 
Jewish in spirit more than anything else—certainly incul- 
cates honesty and fair dealing. Remember that the Jew has 
been brought up on the Bible for centuries. It is the web 
and the woof of his consciousness. Remember that though 
Shakespeare put cruelty and hard-heartedness into Shylock, the Jew, 
and made a Christian his vietim, in actual life—the story really 
happened in Rome in the year 1586—it was a Jew who was the 
victim—Samson Ceneda by name—and the cruel, hard-hearted 
hyena in human shape was a Christian—Paulo Maria Secchi. 

is it true to say, then, that there are good and bad Jews just iis 
there are good and bad Christians ? 

Indubitably. Was it not Burke who declared that you cannot 
indict a whole nation? Are there not bad Englishmen and bad 
Frenchmen? Why should it be expected that there are no bad Jews? 
It may be though, that a bad Jew attracts special attention because 
Jews as a body have cultivated a very high ideal. They have been 
proclaimed a hingdom of Priests. They have been termed the 


Chosen People. It was their duty accordingly to maintain high 


standards of conduct. Yet even the Jew is human. He is subject 
to the sume influences of the Capitalist world around him as is the 
non-Jew. One of the darker sides of Capitalism, especially in its 
latest phases, is the financial crook. Sometimes he is a non-Jew 
und sometimes he is a Jew. -It seems only fair to condemn the 
Crook as such. Jews, like non-Jews, are entitled to be judged by 
their best and not their worst types. 

But is there not some justification for the complaint sometimes 
heard of unscrupulous Jews in business? 
Honesty demands the admission that frequently the complaint 
is well-founded. But. consider the causes. The Jew is gifted -with 
brain power above the average. -The Capitalist System affords 
abundant opportunities for the man who can use his brains. But 
they are not all Jews. If there are numbers of Jews who 
utilise the crooked opportunities of Capitalism, there are far 
more who walk along its straight and honest paths. Besides, 
if crooks, Jewish or Gentile, find opportunities in the Capitalist 


System, concentrate not on a hue and cry after the crooks but 


rather on amending the Capitalist System in such fashion that 
the opportunities will be lessened. President Roosevelt is doing so 
now inthe Lnited States. . 

Would you say there is any truth in the assertion made in certain 
quarters that the Jew has a special capacity for earning money? 

The Jew as aJdew does not seem gifted in .any special Way to 
become a successful business man. As a Jew, he may be expected 
to produce prophets, Rabbis, moralists, preachers of righteousness. 
If he is successful in. business, it is as a human being possessing 
certain gifts and taking certain risks. In this the Jew and the 
non-Jew are alike, Some writers have suggested that as the Bible 
stresses rewards and punishments, implying a nice balancing of 
credits and debits, the Jews are naturally gifted for business, As 
well argue, that because Christian hymn books abound tn references 
to the “blood of the lamb.” those who sing these hymns possess 
the soul of butchers. It only proves how dangerous ure generalisa 
tions of this kind. The Jew is basically a human being, with the 
weaknesses and the powers of human beings showered upon him in 
varying degrees. His racial qualities tend to make him a fine type 
of human being. His Jewish Way of Life 18 a splendid school of 
citizenship. In so far as a Jew becomes a \ rook, he abandons his 
Wav of Life. A Jew who cleaves to°’it cannot possibly be a crook. 
Throughout history Jews have lived in accordance with their Way 
of Life. Thotisands and thousands do so still.

Another organisation which has sprung up in France for the 
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purpose is known as Agriculture et Artisanat. Senator Justin Godart 
i8 its President, but the directing brains are Russian Jews who have 
been settled in France for some time, and their activity is particularly 
directed to the training of the German refugees as artisans. They 
originally sought to place the emigrants in industrial enterprises 
and in workshops as apprentices; but it was extremely difficult to 
obtain labour permits from the Government authorities. They then 
directed their effort to obtaining the agreement of the French authori- 
ties for placing numbers of the young refugees in trade schools and 
technical institutes which would prepare them for the exercise of 
some technical calling outside France. By their enthusiasm and 
determination, and with the help of the French branch of the Inter- 
national Students’ Service—which everywhere has stood manfully 
by the exiled students—they have succeeded in obtaining places for 
800 in some of the best schools in Paris and the provinces. Most of 
the students have had a secondary education, and they will be able 
to carry out their course in six to nine months, instead of the year 
or two years which are normally required. The Directors of the 
Schools are.in many cases showing the greatest sympathy with the 
effort; and the American Joint Distribution Committee assists the 
Organisation by providing a maintenance grant for those young 
men and women who were previously on the charge of the relief 
funds. 
Land Work 
Two other new organisations in France have embarked on 
semi-private enterprises which combine the settling of persons 
possessing small capital on the land with the training of students 
for agricultural! life. They have acquired estates in those parts of 
France where good land is to be bad cheaply and agricultural 
labour is lacking; and a number of young settlers have come out to 
take up the land, while others aré working as students. One of 
these enterprises is promoted by the well-known Jewish economist. 
Franz Oppenheimer, who played his part in the development of 
co-operative colonisation in. Palestine. The other bears the 
attractive title of Reuouveau. Of the school at Montesson, directed 
by Dr. Sommerfeld, an account has already appeared in this paper. 
Yet another organisation in France which is participating in 
the work is the Ort, that was im origin a Russian Jewish society 
established more than half acentury ago for the purpose of fostering 
agriculture and artisanship among the Russian Jews. To-day it 
has international branches and promotes that acti ity among Jews 
of Central and Eastern Europe. Its headquarters were moved last 
vear from Berlin to Paris; and its training activiiy in France 
consists in tue organisation of special technical courses for young 
men and young wo nen, But itis also concerned to transfer to its 
technical schools in Eastern. Europe, Poland, Lithuantvand Latvia 
some of those who have been driven out of Germany. : 
Recently a meeting was held tn Paris under the auspices of the 
High Commissioner for’ the Refugees, at which representatives of 
the different Organisations gathered together and gave an account 


of the work in which they were engaged. Steps were taken with a 
view to the co-ordination of their efforts and the framing .of some 
common policy. Altogether to-day some two thousatd of the young 


refugees must be receiving preparation in France for a new Life, 
Holland, England and Palestine 

The efforts at re-training refugees in other countries are 
quantitatively smaller, but are attended with the same enthusiasm. 
The most remarkable perhaps is that in Holland, where the Dutch 
Government has shown its practical sympathy by placing at the 
disposal of the Jewish Refugee Committee a large area of land with 
buildings in a part ol! the reclaimed region of the Zuvder Zee. Here 
there will be accommodation for some 500 students, who will be 
prepared both for agricultural and technical callings. The Dutch 
Community will find means for the maintenance of the students. 
The English and American funds are providing the means for the 
capital equipment and for the salary of the instructors. A thorough 
course is to be given, extending over three years. 

The effort in England hitherto is comparatively small. For 
agriculture two groups have been formed of about twenty each, who 
have been placed in training farms of local authorities, one at St. 
Albans, the other near Manchester. Abouta hundred young persons 
have been apprenticed in various technical trades. But next to the 
work in Germany itself, the most striking development of this 
education to train the youth for the simpler life is to be seen in 
Palestine. The Jewish National Home is the one country in which 
hitherto any large number of those, who have left Germany have 
been absorbed. And to-day some 300 young men are being trained 
in special groups (Havurot) in the Emek, and 800 in other groups 
throughout the country, while 500 have been placed with individual 
farmers. The Wizo is playing, too, a great part in training young 
women for life on the land and has formed, or is forming, centres 
in which altogether 600 girls will be fitted for cultivation of the soil. 

Recent years have witnessed an extraordinary, an almost 
incredible, change in Jewish economic life, both in Russia and in 
Palestine. What is happening with the Jewish youth in Germany 
and from Germany suggests that the Jewish people everywhere may 
re-adjust their outlook and their education so as to create a more 
normal and a healthier economic distribution. N.B.

on political and economic questions. He confirmed the opinion I 
had gathered generally as to the geniality of Major Fey. 

Prince Starhemberg is a man of different stamp. His political 
activities are largely coloured by personal and family considerations. 
He is the dark horse of Austrian politics, and the Jews do not seem 
to be quite sure of his ultimate destination. But for the moment 
little exception can be taken to his views on the Jewish question. 
He has a “down” on the internationally-minded Jew, but declares 
that the loyal Austrian Jew presents no problem and constitutes no 
burden to the State. 

I shall, in a later article, show how completely this latter 
remark is justified by the facts. The Prince is an out-and-out 
Fascist, a political brand from which Jews can have few expecta- 
tions for good, but he is careful to insist that he is an ~ Austro- 
Fascist "—in other words, that his particular variety ts governed 
entirely by loca! conditions and needs.

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Work of the Lucas Tooth Institute 


TRIBUTE FROM THE PRINCE OF WALES 


From time to time mention has been made in these columns of the 
valuable work being accomplished at the Lucas Tooth Physical Training 
Institute which was established in 1925, with the object of training young 
men attending Clubs, Institutes, Cadet Corps, ete., to become leaders, 80 
tht they in their turn may later take classes and pass on the knowledge 
gained to others attending the clubs. The Jewish Lads’ Brigade, the 
Church Lads’ Brigade. Jewish Scout Troops, Jewish Boys’ and Men's 
Clubs have taken full advantage of these excellent facilities. 

Last week the Press was invited to a special! demonstration. of 
‘Forty Minutes Work’’ at the Lucas Tooth Gymnasium in Fair Stieet, 
Bermondsey. A number of Jewish young men participated in the 
programme of physical training, boxing, games, adility exercises, self- 
defence and vaulting. The items which tonuched only the fringe of the 
work done at the Institute, proved a gr at tribute to the efficiency of 
Major W. K. Garnier, the Director of the Institute, and the other members 
of the staff, Cant. W. A. Pinkerton, Mr. J. Cassford and Mr. F. Peasnell. 

Major W. K. GARNIER said that when they started the present season 
they hadto turn away a nomber who wished to be trained, as they had 
not room to teach them. 

Field-Marshal Lord MILNE, Chairman of the Executive Committee of 
the Incorporated Lucas Tooth Boys’ Training Fund, said that he wanted 
the Press to aronse the nation’s interest in what might be called properly 
ordered physical hygiene. They bad never in this country tackled 
physical training from a national point of view. No lead was given to the 
youny men. The majority of young Englishmen to-day were being brought 
up in towns under the most unfavourable conditions for the maintenance 
of physical fitness. The leaders of boys’ clubs, who had special knowledge 
of the young population in general. were, gravely concerned by the poo 
ness of physiqne and the serious amount of phvsical defectiveness in 
the vouth of to-day. Attention was paid to health in the elementary 
schools, but the dangerous period was that which followed school life. 
In this country there was nothing corresponding in any way with the 
pnrposefnl development of physique which was a national objective in 
mony other countries to-day. The physique of British manhood was 
heing left to chance and that was not good enongh. In that small hall 
they had the nve'eus for.a great movement of physical. regeneration 
throuvhout the land. 

Major H. McCormick, Secretary of the Duchy of Cornwall, after 
paving a tribute to the work of the Institute, said that the Prince of 
Wales had recently seen at the Oval House Clob at Kennington a display 
given by instructors trained at the Lucas Tooth Instityete. The Prince 
had directed him to say that he was ¢reatlv impressed by the tine work 
which was being done by that Institute. The Prince wished to express 
his- pleasure that people rendered voluntary service by going out to other 
centr: s to show men how.to keep tit for the time when a J ib came along. 
He hoped that the intluence of the Lucas Tooth Institute would be extended 
thronghont the country.

Underwriting Abuses 


Underwriting is one of the main features. of the capital issue 
market in this country. It is the instrument by which Joint Stock 
Companies can be assured of receiving the capital they need. 
Unfortunately, as Mr. David Finnie shows in © The Principles and 
Practice of Underwriting" (Pitman’s, 10s. 6d.), it can be and has 
been abused. The problem, he shows, centres round the guarantee 
obligation of the issuing house. In many cases that occurred 
during the wild and reckless © boom " of 1927-29, the guarantee was 
revealed as being worthless. Issuing houses with practically no 
capital behind them made contracts, and then succeeded in con. 
tracting out to sub-underwriters. There has been some tightening 
up of the law and of the rules of the Stock Exchange ; but Mr. Finnie 
thinks. and rightly, that. they still do not go far enough. He 
suggests that the only real safeguard would be to make the main 
inderwriting contract a full guarantee to provide that sub-under. 
writers should be approved by the bank named in a prospectus and 
to standardise both the main underwriting agreement and the sub- 
underwriting letter. The matter is one of vital interest to investors 
as well as to the good name of the City, and Mr. Finnie’s exposition 
of the whole subject is well worth careful study.
